Own Nation Hurt 
More than Dutch, 
Sukarno Foe Soya 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (4)—Form­ 
er Vice President Mohammed Hat- 
ta charged 
today 
that 
officials 
have so mishandled the current 
anti-Dutch campaign that they are 
“ hurting Indonesia more than the 
Dutch.” 
In an open letter appearing In 
newspapers 
throughout 
t h i s 
sprawling island 
republic, 
the 
leader who negotiated independ­ 
ence from the Netherlands in 
1949 asked: “ Is it necessary for 
the Indonesian people to sacri­ 
fice and suffer to speed up the 
return of West Iran to the re­ 
public?” 
The campaign of seizing the $114 
billion Dutch investment in Indo­ 
nesia and forcing most of the 46,- 
000 Dutch citizens out of the coun­ 
try began Dec. 2 in retaliation for 
the Netherlands’ refusal to hand 
over West New Guinea. Indonesia 
calls the area 
West Irian a n d 
claims it should have been sur­ 
rendered in the 1949 Independence 
agreement. 
Hatta said famine Is facing the 
country “ not becayse rice is short 
but because of disorder in distrib­ 
ution, shipping 
and 
communica­ 
tions.” He blamed the disorder on 
the West Irian Action Committee, 
which has led the campaign.

“ IF W E HAD planned, our peo­ 
ple would not suffer,” Hatta said. 
“ Due to lack of planning, an eco­ 
nomic calamity is approaching.”

Tragedy Is Second 
In 11 Months for 
Pocahontas Company

workers today recovered tho Ixxt- 
ies of 11 miners killed late Friday 
when a gas explosion trapped 25 
men 
below 
ground 
in 
a 
mine 
straddling the Virginia West Vir­ 
ginia border. Fourteen other min­ 
ers were brought out of the col­ 
liery uninjured. 
Canvas was draped over the 
victims, carried out of Mine No. 
31 of the Pocahontas Fuel Co. on 
a coal ear. Ahout 
100 persons 
looked on in the first gray light 
of an overcast day. 
The miners were hemmed in 500 
feet underground. Company offi­ 
cials said all the men originally 
trapped by the explosion were be­ 
lieved to he accounted for. 
Atnonate is tn southwest Virgin­ 
ia, 20 miles west of Bluefield. 
Bodies of the dead were remove 
ed from the s p r a w l i n g mine 
through a shaft located in West 
Virginia, nearly three mile» from 
tiie main entry shaft where the 
survivors were brought out. 
This was the second disastrous 
explosion in Pocahontas Fuel Co. 
mines in the border coalfields in 
11 months. A February gas explo­ 
sion at a mine near Bishop, Va^ 
snuffed out 37 live*.

indication as to how the blast oc­ 
curred. 
William Fullarton, 
special 
as­ 
sistant to the president of Poca­ 
hontas Fuel Co., said the bodies of 
three men were reached about 4

The blast trnpi>ed men in two 
automatic coal 
loading 
machine 
areas. 
The rescue work was painstak­ 
ing as rescuers were forced to inch 
their way along slate-clogged pas­ 
sages filled with smoke and dead­ 
ly gases. They carried o x y g e n 
tanks strapped to their backs. 
Officials said the mine was 
known as a “ gaseous” nUne. It 
was indicated 
that 
equipment 
used to disburse the gas, present 
in varied quantities in all coal 
mines, had failed to function pro­ 
perly and the accumulation had 
been touched off by some spark. 
Survivors said 
the 
concussion 
was worse tlhan Uie blast itself. 
“ It knocked the sandwich out of 
my hand and knocked me over,” 
said Mitchell Harris. 
Harris said there “ was no doubt 
but what it was a gas explosion.* 
The blast was described by Har­ 
ris as “ just like a hot blast of 
wind. There was no fire — just 
smoke and dust and a bad odor.” 
Discovery of the survivor some 
five hours after the blast was the 
first contact with the men during 
tilt» time tht\y were trapped. 
The men built two canvas bar­ 
ricades for protection but spent 
most of the five-hour period sit­ 
ting, thinking, praying.

Russia Is Dues Deadbeat 


Most lodges eventually drop any m e m ­ 


b e r who flatly refuses to pay his dues. 
Maybe they drop him reluctantly^ Never­ 
theless they drop him. His positive refusal 
to discharge his accepted obligations of 
membership is subject to only one inter­ 
pretation, Whereas formerly he valued his 
membership he evidently has ceased to 
value it or he would pay his dues. That's 
the only logical assumption. 
The United Nations is a lodge that isn't 
always ruled by logic. One of the UN’s 
truculent charier members is now refusing 
to pay its assessed share of the cost of 
maintaining the emergency police force in 
the Near East. Russia isn t refusing be­ 
cause it doesn't have the money Its mo­ 
tives obviously occur in the fact that unset­ 
tled conditions best serve the purposes of 
imperialistic and presenting world com­ 
munism. 
Hence communist Russia is again in its 


familiar role as an obstructionist and aabo- 
teur of the peace organization it helped 
create. Except for the differences between 
Russia and the West there would be scant 
danger of war anywhere. Accordingly noth­ 
ing much would be accomplished by boot­ 
ing the communists out of the UN. 
But there s still one recourse open. Like 
any other creditor dealing with a deadbeat 
the UN can repeatedly and publicly dun the 
communists. It can yell thief so often and 
so noisily that none of the so-called non­ 
committed countries will ever be permit­ 
ted to forget that the Russians are dead­ 
beats. 
When Moscow makes a phony offer of 
several hundred millions in “ aid” — none 
of which it ever intends to deliver 
the 
country which is being suckered may hesi­ 
tate before making a grab for the Russian 
bait.

New Gadget 
Picks Up All 
Heart Sounds 


W ARREN, Mich. UP - A device 
that 
reportedly 
p i c k s up the 
heart's tiniest movements is being 
used to hear heart m urm urs that 
previously eluded the most sensi­ 
tive instruments. 
It is hoped it will aid in earlier 
detection of heart disease. 
The device, developed by Dr. 
Dale Groom of the Medical Col­ 
lege of South Carolina and Yro T. 
Sihvonen of the General Motors 
Technical Center here, is in oper­ 
ation at Medical College Hospital 
at Charleston, S. C. 
Known as a capacitance heart 
sound pickup, it was developed 
along the lines of a too! the auto­ 
motive industry uses to m easure 
engine pressure. 
TTie device is contained in a 
small bell-shaped housing sim ilar 
to the end of a physician’* stetho­ 
scope. It receives the sounds of 
chest 
wall 
movements, 
with 
a 
range down to movements of one- 
ha if billionth of an inch, and con­ 
verts them into electrical signals. 
These signals are reproduced on 
an oscilloscope where they can be 
photographed or recorded on tape 
Direct contact with the heart is 
not necessary. The subject’s chest 
skin serves as an electrode.
